Miss Dozier began her study of 
the harp in 1941 and worked under 
Kajetan Attl in San Francisco for 
nearly five years. During the latter 
part of this peariod she played with 
the Sacramento Philharmonic and 
was soloist with the orchestra in 
1946. 

In 1947 Miss Dozier enrolled in 
the Eastman Schol of Music, Roch- 
ester, N. Y., where she studied 
under Eileen Malone. She received 
her Bachelor of Music degree from 
Eastman and also her Performer’s 
Certificate in Harp. While in New | 
York, Miss Dozier played with the 
Rochester Philharmonic. She was | 
soloist there in 1951. 

Since the completion of her first | 
season with the Kansas City Phil- | 
harmonic, Miss Dozier has been on 
vacation. Sacramento is her home, 
but she also travels to Butte Mead- 
ows where her parents have a sum- 
mer cabin. In the fall she will re- 
turn to Kansas City where she will 
again be first harpist and soloist. 

The Little Symphony Concert 
will be the first occasion on which 
Miss Dozier has performed this 
work. The work is not entircly new 
to her, though, as she was studying 
it in 1947 for a performance with 
the Modesto Symphony Orchestra. 
Her enrollment at Eastman, how- 


ever, prevented the performance.
